Tangerines  were  similarly  affected  "but  there  was  little  effect  on  late 
oranges  and  grapefruit.    Warm  weather  has  caused  resumption  of  vegetative  ,. 
growth  and  swelling  of  buds. 

California's  dry  weather  continued  during  January,  particularly  in 
the  southern  part  of  the  State.    Sizes  of  all    citrus  generally  are  smaller 
than  usual.    Harvest  of  Navel  oranges  is  moving  along  on  schedule.  In 
Central  California  the  above  average  set  of  Navels  and  dry  weather  have 
resulted  in  small  sizes.    In  Southern  California  a  below  average  set  of 
fruit  has  resulted  in  a  relatively  better  size  growth,  but  sizes  are 
still  below  average.    Valencias  are  fully  colored  in  most  localities. 
Because  of  the  November  freeze  there  was  little  bloom  or  setting  of  fruit 
on  lemon  trees  during  December  and  January.    The  set  of  grapefruit  in  the 
Desert  Valleys  is  very  spotty.    Even  with  a  light  set,  sizes  of  the  fruit 
are  no  more  than  average.    Harvest  of  the  crop  continues  light,  as  the 
bulk  of  this  crop  usually  moves  in  May  and  June.    In  areas  other  than  the 
Desert  Valleys  grapefruit  show  small  sizes. 

The  early  January  cold  wave,  which  extended  into  the  Lower  Valley 
of  Texas,  caused  defoliation  in  young  groves,  but  by  the  end  of  January 
new  leaf  growth  was  appearing. 

Arizona  had  a  light  set  of  Valencia  oranges,  but  mild  weather  has 
favored  growth,  and  the  fruit  is  sizing  well.    In  Louisiana^,  there  are 
only  a  few    Valencia  oranges  remaining  unharvested,  and  these  will  be 
picked  during  February. 

POTATOES;    The  1959  winter  production  of  potatoes  is  forecast  at  4,262,000 
hundredweight,  no  change  from  the  January  1  estimate.    The  1958 
production  was  if, 971, 000  hundredweight  and  the  19^9-57  average  is  4,103,000 
himdredweight . 

Marketings  of  the  winter  crop  in  California  were  very .  light  "during 
January  as  harvest  progressed  slowly  in  both  Southern  California  and  in 
the  southern  part  of  San  Joaquin  Valley.    Quality,  though  varying  widely, 
was  mostly  good.    Yields  in  general  remained  light.    By  February  1,  about 
two-thirds  of  the  crop  in  Southern  California  had  been  harvested  and 
about  70  percent  in  the  San  Joaquin  Valley.    In  Florida,  the  crop  in  Dade 
County  is  in  good  to  excellent  condition  and  good  yields  are  anticipated. 
Light  harvest  has  started  in  this  area  and  should  become  active  by  mid- 
February.    Harvest  in  the  Everglades  is  nearing  completion.    In  the 
Fort  Myers  area,  digging  was  quite  general  the  first  week  of  February. 

Plantings  of  the  early  spring  acreage  in  the  Hastings  area  of 
Florida  were  practically  completed  the  first  week  of  February.  Earlier 
plantings  are  coming  up.    Plantings  have  begun  in  the  La  Crosse  area 
under  favorable  conditions.    Plantings  of  the  spring  crop  in  the  Ever- 
glades are  about  completed  and  the  crop  in  the    Balm  area  is  coming  up. 

Intentions  to  plant  early  summer  acreage  are  placed  at  9^,400  acres, 
11  percent  below  the  108,300  acres  planted  for  the  I958  crop  and  20  per- 
cent below  the  19^9-57  average  plantings  of  121,000  acres.    All  States, 
except  Tennessee,  reported  smaller  intentions  than  the  acreages  planted 
in  1958.    Tennessee  reported  no  change  from  the  1958  acreage.

The  Eastern  Shore  of  Virginia  indicated  a  14  percent  reduction,  Kansas, 

where  a  sizable  decrease  is  indicated  in  the  irrigated  commercial  acreage 

in  Haskell  County,  reported  a  22  percent  reduction.    Some  increase  is  indicated 

in  the  Henderson  and  Transylvania  Counties  of  North  Carolina,  but  the  decline 

in  the  other  early  summer  acreage  is  expected  to  offset  the  increase,  and  a 

small  overall  decline  was  reported.    The  1959  indicated  acreage  for  Texas 

is  29  percent  below  the  1958  acreage. 

If  these  1959  intentions  for  the  early  summer  crop  materialize  and  if 
the  1954-58  average  yields  -by  States  are  obtained,  a  crop  of  9,228,000 
hundredweight  would  be  produced.    This  would  be  16  percent  below  the  1958 
early  summer  production  and  6  percent  below  average. 

MILK  PRODUCTION;    Milk  production  on  farms  in  the  United  States  totaled 

9,754  million  pounds  in  January,  12  percent  above  the 
1948-57  average  for  the  month.    Record  high  production  per  cow  and  ample 
feeding  of  grain  and  concentrates  contributed  to  heavy  production.  Milk 
production  in  January  was  sufficient  to  provide  1.79  pounds  daily  to  each 
person  in  the  entire  country,  which  is  about  equal  to  the  January  lO-year 
average. 

Amoh^  the  36  States  with  monthly  milk  production  estimates  available, 
Wisconsin  led  with  1,567  million  pounds  in  January.    It  was  followed  by 
Minnesota  with  933  million;  New  York, 779  million;  California,  602  million; 
and  Pennsylvania,  528  million  pounds.
